of Chriſt Jeſus, who is given for. a Redeemer, a Saviour, and a pre- 
ſerver of men) that the wicked one touch them not, and now the 
Devil Rages becauſe be knows his Kingdom is but ſhort, and but for 
a ſmall time is like to ſtand in many, becauſe a ſtronger then he tha 
rules inthe world,is come, and hah began to diſpoſſeſsrte ftrong

& rewards,&eaſe,and liberty;andthe glory of the world, and what 
not to lead your hearts away from the Lord , and then glory over 
you, and rejoycethar your feet ſhould ſlip and you fall into the mire 
and dirt, and groſ; ab4minarions, and pollutions of the world, that 
lyes in wickedneſs, deariy beloved never heed none of theſe things, 
letnot the Pliliiti2s pur ont your eyes, nor damm up your wells, 
for then they would mak*- yon grind like Samſon & you might perifh 
in the drought for lack of moitiure, and then. your dayes would be 
miſerable, and your years full of ſorrow, for the Lord will perform 
his promite, and keep Covenant with them , that keep covenant 
wich him , bur if you forſake him in your hearts, in what: is made 
manifeſt, then he will forſake you, and then you are left to 
the mercy of your adverſary which will be cruel. Therefore heed 
not the pride,of Moab nor the reviling of the children of mor, for 
they are uncircumciſed in hearr, and the moath ſhall eat them up as 
a garment:oh if any draw back trom following of the lamb, through 
ſuffering they will be ſmitten, and the Lord will have no pleaſure 
in them, and what will 4maleck ſay, when Iſrael turnes their backs 
in the day of Battel, but where is their God, in whom they truſted, 
and he that broughtthem forth was not able to deliver them to the 
end, oh that ſach things may never be ſpoken of now in Gath, or 
Aſtkelon as inthe days of old, leſt the Sons of the Phi/iſtives triumph, 
& the Daughters thereof rejoyce in their wickedneſs, & this would 
make the hearts of Iſrael oft God to mourn, this is the day of the 
Lambs war indeed in e@age, and a day of battel, thougu his wea- 
pons and his followers be not Carnal but Spiritual, and there is none 
that goes towar doth intangle himſelfrhat hath a purpoſe to hold 
out, and is reſolved to continue with him in his ſufferings , but will 
ſhake off theſe things that incumber,laſt he ſhould nor _— the 
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viaory, and come ſhort of the promiſe, and the viory,and crown, 
which all that endure hard{hip.unco the end ſhall receive, ob dear 
friends ldokabove all viſible things, and ſtand out of: them all, and 
looſe from them, that the: enemy do not enſnare you, What i not 
t! e-carth the Lords and the fulneſs thereof ? and hath he not given the 
utmoſt part of the Earth for a poſſeſlion unto his Son > What was 
not Abraham our Father bleſſed, when he was faithful and obeyed 
the voice of the Lord, and went out of his own Country he knew 
not whether?was not the Lord with him whether ever he went,and 
his bleſſing upon him where he ſojourned in a ſtrange land, did 
not God intreat him kindly in Meſopotamia, and among the Hurites, 
and was not he loved and feared among his enemies, was not Fohn 
the boloved and faithful Diſciple of Chriſt baniſhed into Parmos for 
the teſtimqny that be held ? was not Shadrach,4-ſcch and 4bednigo 
Children of the Captivity, caſt into the furnace, and Damiel too a- 
- ons the Lions, for the teſtimony they held againſt the common 
worſhip of Nations commanded by a Law , did Chriſt endure the 
death of the Croſs and the contradiction of ſinners, and condemned 
by the moſt? did not the believing Hebrews who were baniſhed, 
wander in ſheepskins and goat skins, in holes, dens, and caves of 
the Earth for the hope they held, and the Country they looked for ? 
did not Moſes through faith forſake Pharaohs Court and becamea 
Companion of poor brick-makers in captivity, a cloud of witneſſes 
might be brought, even of them who died in the faith and yet were 
not made partakers of the promiſes, who many of them ſaw: not 
what you have ſeen, nor hear thoſe things that you have heard, nor 
injoyed that which God hath made many partakers of; and have 
we not a great cloud of witneſſes in this our own Age, ſome who 
have not loved their lives unto the death for the teſtimony they re- 
ceived, believed, and held faſt to the end unto death , hath nor ma- 
ny died in priſon with hard uſage, bath not ſome been hanged and 
dieda ſhameful death, and finiſhed their courſe with Joy and Peace, 
have not many endured grear, hard, and long Imprifonment for 
years, and are they ye: weary , nay, have not many ſuffered great 
ſpoil of their Goods, and have not they a reward ſeven fold into 
their bofom. Oh letthe conſideration. of theſe things dwell upon 
your hearts,. and provoke you unto ſuffering, and long-ſuffering 
With joyfulneſs, .chatinthe midſt 'of all Tribulations as it abounds 
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you may feel according to the promiſe of God your joy much more 
abound to carry you above ic, indeed now is the time come, and 
he that will was manifeſt himſelf ro be on the Lords fide muſt ſuffer, _ 
and he that will no: but urn back into the broad way,and run with 
the heard of ſwine in o the ſea of common pollution muſt periſh 
there, and indeed there 1s no place for halting, if God be God tollow 
him, and if Baa! be he go after him, and therefore let none draw 
you aſide from that you are perſwaded of in your *conſciences b 
the Spirit of che Lord, neither to x with that you know he dif.
